"My shorttfje t/»i* diacoTexed before I could make 
it up. I had the money, you undermad. I came 
through with every last penny. The court recom- 
mended leniency in my case and I only served two 
years. But any chances I had in the banking butt- 
ne*8 were ruined, like mr college career." 

If his cone could be taken u in indication. Qradf 
wasn't playing for sympathy. He w-m atarina; hi* 
case simply, directly. Ii was an old story, and a sad 
one. to the parole board. They knew too well me 
difficulties that cx-coq.victs encountered ia the 
world at large. 

"I got a break while I was serving those rwe> 
years," continued Grady. He lifted his head and 
smiled feebly. "I don't mean a (ail-break. This wis 
another kind. I met a fellow named Doc Ringo. 
**ho had gotten a -very tough rap. He owned a 
medicine show. Doc did. and the narcotic agents 
closed in on a brand of tonic that he peddled. The 
srufT had dope in It, but Doc thought it met with 
legal requirements. Because; of his own case. Doc 
was sympathetic toward all the other prisoners who 
didn't seem to belong there'.' 

"Doc gave me the break I mentioned. Told me 
where to go and get a job. No questions asked, 
since Doc Ringo sent me. Circus owners. carnivaF 
open -.:<■:■',. medical show men — they all knew Doc 
Ringo and like as not he'd financed some of them. 
So I landed with a carnival called the Tri-State 
Greater Shows, and by the following season 1 was 
managing the outfit." 

Again Grady paused while the rustle of type- 
written sheets told that his listeners were catch- 
ing up with the record. Then: 

"I wanted to make up for lost time." explained 
Grady. "If I could only buy into a 'carnival. I knew 
I'd soon own it. That's why I faked a robbery in 
the Tri-Scatc olficc wagon, so 1 could get the twenty- 
five hundred I needed to invest in a little carnival 
that had some big Fair dates coming up. I'd have 
cleaned up enough to find the money I'd stolen 
from the Tri-Sta«e wagon. But it fluked and that's 
why I'm serving time now. It's also why I' v e^ 
learned my lesson. There's no fast, easy way to suc- 
cess. There's only the slow, bard way, and I want 
to try that road instead." 

The parole boitrd appeared to be impressed with 
Grady's story, particularly when the chairman pro- 
duced a sheaf of corroborative statements proving 
every detail co be true. 

Ftom the treasurer of Tech College was a letter 
substantiating every fact Grady had given. For 
years, the college authorities had been unaware pf 
the presence ot professional gamblers in the vicinity 
of the campus. The experience of Wallace Grady 
had resulted in rigid rules against such characters, 
with local ordinances that were strictly enforced 
by the. police. 



K.07 Mercer, ntrrr the cauhier of the NewrUlt 
National Bank, had terrified in Grady's behalf. The 
Teller* had been underpaid, Grady's staienaenc raid, 
and grumbled frequently about it. After Wallace 
Grady west to jail, the bank had upped ail tellers' 
•alarie*.

which shows I know how to pick them. It was just 
a bad break, Geady handling the cash bos and see- 
ing a chance for a gpod'invesuaeat right <sc the 
same time." 

It was a still tougher situation* he added, that 
Grady faced today - the question of whether the 
parole board should let him serve the limit of his 
rem or not.

Stanley 
the Explorer 

FEW men of modtrn limes 
h*v« lived « mora atdventur- 
oui life fhen Henry Morton Stan- 
ley. Hi wit i cabin boy, soldier, 

sailor, merchant, newspaper re- 
porter, author and the world's 
most famous African explorer. 

Stanley began life* in 1840, in 
Welti «3 John Rowknds, the son 
of a poor farmer who died when 
Stanley v»i only three years old, 
Rolands, at Stanley was then 
known, was put m a workhouse 
when 7 years of age and spent 
most of his boyhood there. When 
hi was 16, he ran away to Liver* 

Eooi where he got a joo as cabin 
oy on a ihip bound for New 
rlaans. He arrived In New Or- 
ens in 1859 and was given a 
b by a marchent named Henry 
Morton Stanley who later adopt- 
ed him and gave him the name 
'of Stanley. 

In 1S&I, when the Civil War 
broke out, Stanley enlisted in the 
Confederate Army but was soon 

captured. While in the Federal 

prison camp he wet given his 

freedom by enrolling in fhe Fed- 
eral artillery but, was toon dis- 
charged because of poor health. 
Stanley then tool to the sea and 
wat shipwrecked off Barcelona. 
Hit nut act in 1 864, was to join 

the U.S. Navy. After the War, 
'Stanley want out West and be- 
came a prominent, newspaper re- 
porter. Later, his reporting took 

him to Asia Minor, to Tibet and 
to Abyssinia. In 1867, Stanley 
was hind by the N. Y. Herald 
and his biggest assignment which 
changed the course of his future 
life, was to find a Dr. Livingstone, 
a missionary end explorer who 

was "lost" in thi heart of Africa. 
Stanley did find Livingstone and 
together they explored the source 
of the Nile. Hi* reports to his 
r-ewspaper on the seerch for Liv- 
ingstone made him famous. 

In 1928. the Belgium Congo is- 
sued a set of 15 stamps all of 

the same design showing a por- 
trait of Sir Henry Morton Stanley 

"i commemoration o-f his great 
explorations and the founding tn 

1878 of the Congo Free State.
